Southern Boun dary Revenue Law. 

We publish to-day a proclamation which 
is equivalent to an act to establish a Custom 
H lUiie on die Boundary line stretching from 
the Cascade's to the Rockj Mountains. Os- 
tensibly the. proolai nation is merely for the 
imposition of a fina Tor introducing mer- 
ohindise mho British Columbia via the 
Dalles; but actually it is the extension of 
the Mveuue laws of the Colony to that sec- 
tion to aooommodato the Oregon overland 
drovers, traders and miners. The manner 
in which it is put t igether forcibly reminds 
us of the famous resolution of the Conven- 
tion in 1683 which declared the British 
throne vacant, and the abdication of James 
[[.complete. Tuat fa.uom resolution said 
BOinething to please all parties, satisfied 
Cavaliers and Roundheads, divine-right 
monarchists and republicans, and resulted 
in plaoing the Prince of Orange on the 
throne. The " Southern Boundary, Act " 
in liko manner, says something toplease all 
parties, and it is likely to do it. The pre- 
amble tells the New Westminster people 
that, it is the only port of entry : and yet any 
amount of goods may cross the boundary, 
provided lhey pay three per cent, ad valorem. 
Next, to please the Hope, Douglas and Yale 
packers, who pay the roa 1 tax and tonnage 
dues, goods are only to be allowed bo 
long as the communications are incom- 
plete,— which is tantamount to saying 
"pay up your taxes to the road-fund, and 
the Dalles' trade will be stopped." A happy 
idea certainly, but one that is not likely to 
be fulfilled ; except on the simple ground 
that the roads leading from Douglas, Yale: 
and Hope will bo put in such condition thai 
goods can be transported into the interior 
cheaper than from the DJIes. Even then 
it will be difficult to foresee when the over- 
land trade will cease. For some time Ore- 
gon will supplv British Columbia with 
beef; and herds of cattle are very likely to 
be used fast to transport merchandize be- 
fore they are sold for beef; and consequently 
the overland trade will be kept alive ; except 
an " I do order and enact" lay on an embargo. 
Next follows a clause in the preamble 
which tells us that it is more expensive to 
collect duties on the frontier than at New

imposed. Under guise then of a tine the 
expedient of makinga Custom House on the 
bonndary is carried out. Ii is an admirable 
expedient to extend the revenue law* to 
the boundary, and hoodwink New VVesttnin- 
others interested in the Fraser 
River trade. Mucii more straightforward, 
we think, would have been the conduct ol 
the government, if lhey Rail instituted a 
Custom House at once on the boundary; 
than by adopting stioh a roundabout mode 
to accomplish the same thing ; still'the im- 
position of a three per cent, fine ©u all goods 
crossingibe boutidary.in addition to the duties 
collected at New Westminster valuation.will 
not as a check to the Dalles traders, and as a 
protective tariff to Victoria merchants, Fra- 
ser River traders, up-country packers, and 
intercolonial and river steamboatmon. 
Whether the protectiou will amount teas 
much as its admi era imagine, is ,i question 
of which we have many doubts. The three 
per cout. calculated on the value of mer- 
ohatidixe at die boundary, will virtually 
amount to four, five, and ten per rent, at 
New Westminster valuation. This certainly 
will belielit our traders, or at least tend to 
turn the tide or Hade from the overlain! roi-te 
to Fraser River j yet il il difficult to con- 
clude that so small an additional per oontage 
will effectually check the Dalles' trade. 

The only thing certain about the " Southern 

Boundary Aol" is that it will .swell the 
finalises of the country. 

We lm«e often had occasion lo eulogise 
the skill Dl the British Columbia govern- 
ment in invent n_ new modi'- of getting 
taxes ; but we cannot refrain from express- 
ing our admiration at tbeii ingenious expeu> 
o-.t of avoiding differential duties by studi- 
ously holding up that the ovi Hand trade is

and our American neighbors entering their 
merchandize there would' allege that they 
were not received on an equality with other 
nations; inasmuch as a Chili shipment could 
enter at less duties at New Westminster 
than an Oregon pack-train on the boundary 
line. But the fine and a pertinacious asser- 
tion that it is contrary to law to bring gooda 
over the frontier is very likely to avoid an 
international question, and leave the Dalles 
traders to do the grumbling. 

On the whole, we are inclined to believe 
the policy of increasing the frontier duties 
will benefit oaf merchants J whether the 
policy can be defended or not, tfl another 
question. But like everybody else, ourcom 
mercial community are not likely to ques- 
tion the Southern Boundary Act so long as 
it i: brings a grist to their mill." Neither 
can the Dalles traders make such a loud 
outcry against it, as they would were the 
proclamation not made known till .spring. 
Now they have received ample notice of the 
three per cent, fine, and will have from now 
till spring to "govern themselves accord- 
ingly."

Who, among us, then, can think 
of the past year and not feel grateful for 
the many favors that have been showered 
upon us by a benign Providence ! To those 
Who have been called upon to part from 
near and dear friends— the earibl) ties sev- 
ered by the. remorseless hand ol death— we 
offer our heartfelt sympathies; and trust 
that i: He who tempers the wind lo the 
shorn lamb," will look kindly down nnd 
comfort them in their distress. The errors 
of the past may awaken sighs of regret : but 
now the occasion is offered f>r lis one and 
all to mark out a course for the future 
wh ch Shall, SO fa; as frail mortals can make 
it, be irreproachable. To-tln. lot there be 
a genial flow o( goo,! feeling and enjoy- 
motit— always within We bounds of mason ;

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 

A Panic— On Sunday evening, about 
eight o'clock, we witnessed one of those 
singularly unaccountable rushes that will 
sometimes O'iour in any community, and in 
which every citizen will readily join, each 
fancying something indescribably dreadful 
has occurred, and each anxious to be the 
fust on the spot. On the evening in ques- 
tion, while wa'kitig up Yates street, we saw 
in tho middle of the street an Indian woman 
between two white men, running swiftly 
towards Wharf, and followed closely and 
silently by half a dozen aborigines, who act- 
ed, apparently, as a rear-guard to the fugi- 
tives. Hardly had they passed, and disap- 
peared in the prevailing darkness, when 
along rushed a white man in his shirt-sleeves 
and without his hat, evidently the pursuer of 
those ahead. He too disappeared in the 
darkness, and just as he had got out of sight, 
some person on Government street cried, 
"Turn out! turn out!" In a moment the 
■whole street was in commotion — excited 
men and women ran out of every dwelling 
and store ; pale "aces protruded from every 
window; and ' : What is if!" was asked by 
all. "Down this way," came from a leather- 
lunged chap in the centre of the street, as he 
started to run towards the Bay, and then the 
rush commented. Men, women and chil- 
dren ran frantically along, choking up the 
sidewalks with their bodios— overthrowing 
all that stood in their way, or compelling 
them to turn and. be borne along in the direc- 
tion in which the supposed "dreadful scene" 
was being enacted. Nobody seemeil to be 
aware of what was really the mat er ;' but 
every one shouted according to his inclina- 
tion, "lire," "murder," " Indian invasion," 
jjid all sorts of exciting cries. At last the 
foremo.stof the frantic crowd reached the Cor- 
ner of Wharf and Johnson streets, and there 
paused to take breath and look around for 
Hie cause of the exeiteme.it, but were una- 
ile to discovei it. The Indian woman, liei 
captors, the rear guard, and the avenger, had 
all disappeared ; and slowly the multitude 
— their Sunday clothes well bespattered 
with in u ii — turned back and walked slowly 
homeward, evidently much disappointed at 
the bloodless termination to all the excite- 
ment. Wlio the parlies ill the middle of the 
street were, we could not, upon diligent in- 
quiry, ascertain ; hut believe the affair to 
have been the result of a "lark" on the 
part of some graceless wags nut having the 
fear ol the laws of God or man before their 
eves. Such a scene of confusion, however, 
we have seldom before witnessed; and it 
goes a long way 16 establish an excitable 
character for oui townsfolk. 

More (;^spowin:it. --Notwithstanding the 
repeated remonstrances on the part ol our 
citizens, the Hudson Bay C impatiycoiitinuu 
lo store powder away in the old magazine. 
Yesterday, about one thousand pounds wer« 
added to Ihe five Ions already stored theiein. 
The new bill, granting n mon.poly for ten 
j ears to any person patriotic enough to build 
a magazine, has passed ; and now pome 
individual is wanted to eicct a suitable store- 
house for the purpose — the Company, as 
one of the members of Assembly lately ex- 
pressed it, " not feeling disposed to go to Ihe 
expense at present" if the magazine be- 
longed (0 private t > a r t i • ■ - , it would have 
been leveled lo the ground by order nl ihe 
Government, long since ; but as the immac- 
ulate corporation are the owners, they art) 
allowed to retain it, because they " don"t 
feel like building another." Verily, there 
is one law for the Hudson Hay Company, 
and another for the balance of the people in 
this colony. 

Charokd WITH Stkalino FROM TIIK 
Wreck. — Cant. E.Hammond King yester- 
day arrested IWO citizens of Esquimall, 

named Fabian Mitchell and Philip MoEver- 
ly, on a charge of having Stolen about SSOii 
worth u( tjood.s from the wreck of tho Nan- 
I'.ette. 'J'hu accused, it is said, ran down to 
the wreck in the plunger While Squall, and 
having filled her with goods, look the same 
to Esquimalt and secreted them in their 
houses, where they were found yesterday 
by Capt. King. The prisoners were taken 
from on hoard the plunger in Esquimall har- 
bor, while on Iheir way down loi a second 
load. About fifty pairs of fine English Wel- 
lington boots, snid to have been placed in 
the plunger, are still missing. Mitchell is a 
grocer, and McKverlv keeps a restaurant at 
EsquimaU; and both have heretofore borne 
good characters. 

San Joan Link Company.— This cum. 
juitiy, having boon formed, will proceed at 
oiioo lo Ihe erection of a kiln capable of 
burning uOO barrels ol lime a week. The 
etono is abundant, and produces tho best 
article of limn wo have over seen ol this 
ooast. Tho company have extensive orders

Great Billiard Match. — A game of 
billiards was played last evening, between 
Messrs. P. M Backus and W. H. Robinson 
—1000 points aside. Robinson made 633 
points to Backus' 339, when Ihe latter gen- 
tleman made a run of six hundred and sixty- 
eight, and was declared} winner by 367 
points. Robinson's greatest run was 42 
points. Both gentlemen displayed great 
skill during the progress of the game, which 
was closaly watched by a largo number of 
people. 

The Wreck. — The steamer Ca!edonia, on 
Sunday, ran down to the wreck of the Nan- 
nette.whereitat present lies nearRaceRccks. 
The sea was found making a clean breach 
over it, and owing to the prevalence of a 
heavy wind, the small ciaft were prevented 
from going alongside, and no work was done 
by the wreckers during tho day. About 
830,000 worth of goods have so far been 
saved, and it is hoped that a great deal more 
may yet be obtained.

Governor's Proclamation. 

■WHEREAS, under nnd by virtue of an Act of 
Parliament, made ami passed in the 21st and 2'2d 
years of the Reign of her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
entitled an Act to provide for the "Government 
of Uritish Columbia," and by a Commission under 
the Great Seal of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, I, JAMES DOUGLAS, have 
been appointed Governor of the said Colony, and 
have been authorised by Proclamation under the 
Public Seal of the said Colony, to make laws, in- 
stitutions, and ordinances, for the peaco, order and 
good government of the sume, and 

WHEREAS, the Port of New Westminster is 
the only Port of Entry for goods in British Colum- 
bia— 

And whercan, many persons have imported goodn 
into British Columbia ucross the southern boun- 
dary thereof, contrary to law — 

And whereas, it is expedient that all persons im- 
porting goods into British Columbia across the 
said boundary should be notified that such impor- 
tation is contrary to law, and can be permittedonly 
pending the completion of the communications in 
British Columbia — 

And whereas, the collection of the Customs du- 
ties is rendered very expensive by the importation 
of goods across the southern boundary aforesaid, 
anil it is expedient to impose a fine on such impor- 
tation, to meet the additional cost of collection — 

Now these are to give notice, 

1. That no goods, wares, animals, or merchan- 
dize, shall be imported into British Columbia, 
which shall not have been entered at New West- 
minster aforesaid, unless theduties, talis, and fines 
heroinafier specified, Bliall have been first paid to 
somo duly qualified officer of customs, and such 
oltieer shall have first granted to ; the importer a 
permit on behalf ot such goods. 

2. The duties and tolls aforesaid shall be as fol- 
lows : 

A. The duties at present imposed by virtue of 
the Proclamations of the second day of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, and the 
twentieth day of August, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty. 

B. For every fifty pounds weight avoirdupois of 
such goods, wares, or merchandize, (and so in 
proportion for a grcutcr or less quantity than fifty 
pounds weight of goods), one shilling ; miners' 
pucks, carried by the owners and not exceeding 
thirty pounds weight avoirdupois, for each man's 
load, being exempt from such duty as aforesaid. 

0. Eor every ton of such goods, wares, or mer- 
chandize, twelve shillings. 

3. In addition to the aforesaid duties and tolls, 
a fine equivalent to three per cent, on the market 
value of such goods, wares, animals er merchan- 
dize, shall be paid to such oilicer of Customs— 
hueli market value to be calculated upon the mar. 
ket value of the goods, wares, animals or mer- 
chandize, at the place of collection. 

4. Any person evading, or attempting til evade, 
the payment of any of the unties, tolls, or fines 
aforesaid, shall be fined treble the amount of the 
duties, tolls, or fines, or any sin- not exceeding 
One Hundred Bounds, at the discretion of the 
Magistrate.
